in Memphis yesterday by a sub- 
division of the House Agriculture Crs. 
Committee warned cotton growers 
they must cut the cost of pro- 
duction if they expect to meet the 
competition of rival fabrics. • 


For the first lime we realize 
how far rayon has cut into cot- 
ton's once-dc.minant market posi- 
tion. We are told that rayon pro- 
duction now has reached 
one- 


fourth of the cotton crop. This 
year there will bo produced 870 
million pounds of rayon, equivalent 
io 2 million net weight bales of 
collo.n. 


Many mills lhat have been pro- 
cessing cotton continuously 
all 


their history now have abandoned 
it for rayon, the Memphis meet- 
ing was told. This, if unchecked, 
might well become a death march 
for the South's great staple — 
which has already lost to rayon 
, much of the cord business in the 
1' manufacture of automobile tires. 


One of the obvious solutions for 


a cheaper production method in 
cotton is to mechanize the fnrm.

Enslaving of 
U. S. Citizens 
Denied by Slavs

Washington, Oct. 19 —f/P) — The

a n d Yugoslavia 


locked horns today in a bitter dip- 
lomatic debate over whether Tito's 
government h a s 
enslaved and 


caused the death of American citi- 
zens. 


The State Department 
charged 


Yugoslavia has thrown at least 165 
into concentration 
camps, rented 


them out at forced labor without 
pay, 
shipped' three to Russia, and 


permitted maltreatment fatal to as 
many as 10. 


The Yugoslav charge d'affairs'in 


Washington 
pro.mptly 
countered 


with a press statement declaring 
that "under Yugoslav law, which 
Is the only relevant law in this 
matter" the persons concerned arc 
Yugoslav citizens. 


The statement denied i'lally that 


iiny Americans are enslaved, 
or 


that slave labor conditions exist in 
Yugoslavia. 


The. controversy 
exploded with 


an American note delivered in Bel- 
grade yesterday, 
which 
asserted 


that persons h a v i n g "a valid 
claim" 
to American 
citizenship 


were being denied their interna- 
tional rights. 
\ 


Enlarging on the note, govern- 


ment officials said the American 
embassy-in Belgrade had furnished 
details on the slavery charge, add- 
ing the fact that those held were of 
German ancestry. 


Dr. Sergcijc Makicdo, the Yugo- 


slav charge .d'affaires, conceded 
that the Tito government is 
de- 


tailing about 110,000 persons 
"of 


the German minority in "Yugosla- 
via," and said this group included 
"those to whom the State Depart- 
ment referred in its press release."
